them that the leg islature had refused to 
« « •(« ■pi th« 'ir petitio n and tnen they broke 
into yells o f derisio n and his-es of con- 
temj*t 
Swift leaned o v er the balco ny rail­ 
ing and launched forth into an itnpas 
sioin*d tirade ag ainst the leg islato r* who, 
Tie said, were to o busy creating co rpo ra­ 
tio ns to listen to tin* v oices oi the starv ing 
men 
Ilis v o ice sho o k with em o tio n as lie 
deno unced the treatment t la1 men had re­ 
ceiv ed, ami hi« o m ino us t hreats to « 'lean 
out the stat« ' ho use were receiv ed with 
hoarse sh u u tso f approlftitiou.

the disappo inted wo rkm en refused to m o v e 
further. 
Finally the 
captains

v ario us police div isio ns held a hurried 
co nsultatio n atnl decided to driv e them 
still further back. 
'The cro wd « lo wly re 
treated across Beacon street and finally 
halted in tin* Co mmo n. 
No attempt was 
m ade to take ano ther stand and the men 
slo wly disbanded.

Mrs. Sheffield 
gave her father's method of raising pota

lar tiemg very warm, healed by steam, 
she took a peck of potatoes, the Early 
Ohio, as an experiment.
